The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claiml, line 1, "nozzle head lowering type" has been deleted and -in which a 
nozzle head is lowered- has been inserted; line 3, before "a" first occurrence, -wherein 
the container includes a bottom surface, an upper portion and an inner wall- has been 
inserted; line 3, "for" has been deleted; line 5, "for" has been deleted; line 7, after 
"passage", -, an upper end and a lower end- has been inserted; line 8, "for" has been 
deleted; line 16, "to/from" has been deleted and -to or from- has been inserted; line 18, 
after "means", -for discharging- has been inserted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious a constant discharge structure for a vacuum 
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cosmetics in which a nozzle head is lowered in combination with the other claimed 
limitations of claim 1: 

"a central shaft guide cylinder formed in the center of the piston member in a . 
single body, a lower portion of the central shaft being inserted in to the cylinder."
